RONCHAMPION 

To a jam-packed house that filled 
both hall and club-room, the ICA pre- 
Sented last Tuesday one of its best 
architectural discussions for some time. 
Since the place was crowded you may 
guess that the subject had to do with 
Corb—in this case the new chapel at 
Ronchamp—and the audience certainly 
got its money’s-worth. The building 
was illustrated with coloured slides— 
some of them extraordinarily beautiful, 
' Some merely out of focus—and a film. 
| It was described in tones of manly 
humility by Peter Smithson—a_per- 
formance that must have disappointed 
those who believe that New Brutalists 
are a species of arrogant esthetes—and 


discussed critically by James Stirling 
and Professor Hitchcock. 


* 


Several telling points were made: that 
it was the personal creation of a great 
master, so personal that even the office 
assistants had no part in it, and one 
could truly say that everything is as 
it is because that is how he wanted it; 
ihat it seemed almost pre-Christian in 
its ideological content. Hitchcock 
quoted a French source as calling it 
un vieux dolmen, Stirling likened it to 
Stonehenge and said it was “ exciting 
in an eternal or conventional manner,” 
and Roland Penrose, from the floor of 
the house, and with the enormous ad- 
vantage of having discussed the build- 
ing with Corb himself, drew attention 
to the inscriptions on the stained glass 
windows with their insistence on Mer, 
Etoile, Soleil and other religiously- 
unspecific symbols.

This led to a rather confused discus- 
sion on how a functionalist should de- 
sign a Catholic pilgrimage church, or 
any church at alla discussion which 
was effectively and provocatively ter- 
minated by Smithson and Hitchcock, 
the former eulogizing the churches of 
Balthasar Neumann, designed to fit pre- 
cisely over an exact religious and sym- 
bolic programme, the latter counter- 
eulogising the mosques of Mimar 
Sinan, which have always been an ex- 
tremely loose fit on Muslim rites. 
Either way, the result could be magni- 
ficent architecture, and so is Ronchamp. 


HYDRO-PHONEY AND .. . 

Apart from the new Citroen, where 
everything is largely hydraulic, there is 
nothing much of great technical interest 
at the Motor Show, nor is ASTRAGAL 


much impressed by the _ two-tone 
smarties with unreasonable ogee waist 
lines. As for the American cars (all of 
them) AsTRAGAL finds himself slightly 
embarrassed, for they are now far ahead 
of the most flamboyant fair-ground 
space ships, and have far too much real 
nonsense everywhere: it is hard to 
suffer a tail lamp which tries to look 
like a turbo-jet outlet.

. POLYESTER-PHONEY 

Market researchers have no doubt 
proved that sales go up, or are kept up, 
in proportion to the amount of decora- 
tion applied to an object. Hence, no 
doubt ASTRAGAL’S purist dislike of the 
Motor Show, and his sorrow at reading 
in an article in this month’s edition of 
Plastics, which describes the first glass- 
reinforced polyester-resin caravan, the 
following: “ Although the design must 
be primarily functional, considerable 
latitude is now possible for the incor- 
poration of simple exterior decoration 
(e.g., beading).” And, sure enough, in- 
corporated it is, turning a revolutionary 
idea (the caravan body alone weighs 
only one cwt.) into an imitation of a 
conventional design.

The Edinburgh Architectural Asso- 
ciation, under President Esme Gordon, 
are up in arms about the proposal and 
have put forward a very reasonably 
worded and persuasive memorandum 
on the subject to the Council.

It will be interesting to 
see which will win, enlightened opinion 
or the short-term commercialism which 
allowed the Royal Mile to decay, 
ringed Edinburgh with bungalows and 
now proposes to extend the Mound 
as a car-dump. 


NO CITY ARCHITECT 
That other city, London, has finally 


decided not to appoint a city architect. . 


Considering the amount of money they 
have spent on consultants’ fees it is 
surprising that they do not intend 
trying to make saving, commercially 
minded as they so obviously are. An 
appointment which might have resulted 
in the streamlining of planning ap- 
proval has been discarded, but so was 
the very man for the job. 


HOW TO GET YOUR MAN 
“ As I walked round the AA Annual 
Exhibition,” writes Jaqueline Tyrwhitt 
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with charming frankness in the AA 
Journal, “ 1 had two things in my mind: 
were there any ideas I could lift that 
might be useful in Harvard, and were 
there signs of any specially imaginative 


and gifted young architects whose 
names should be borne in mind for 
future reference.” 


Well, that’s one way of equipping the 
office with-bright ideas. The LCC adopt 
a subtler course. They provide schools 
with “live ” programmes to study, and 
back them up with expert advisors. So 
students get a real site and a real prob- 
lem to work on, and a convincing ex- 
position of the technical difficulties. The 
Regent Street Poly, Kingston, and the 
AA schools have all benefited from this 
generous action. Last week Dr. Leslie 
Martin made a brief speech in which he 
expressed his approval of this form of 
educational collaboration when heé

opened an exhibition at County Hall of 
AA student schemes. They were for 
the development of areas around St. 
Paul’s and on the South Bank and had 
been worked on in collaboration with 
LCC architect planners. Most of the 
designs seemed imaginative, in the 
visual sense, but ASTRAGAL saw only 
one where the student had really studied 
such a fundamental detail as phasing a 
development. But fair appraisal of the 
exhibition would be easier if the stu- 
dents jotted down somewhere what their 
proposals were. There is surely a dif- 
ference between hanging up half a dozen 
sheets of drawings for a jury and hang- 
ing up an exhibition?

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Controlling Subtopia 
Sir,—Your contributor “Senior Planning 
Officer” (AJ: October 6), realist though 
he is, still harbours the notion of an 
increase in public awareness. Unfortun- 
ately, the public is aware already, aware of 
the wrong things; and not merely the public 
but the leaders of its opinion. The Western 
World having become aware of its history 
has brewed for itself a skilly of all those 
elements which most appeal to the vulgar 
mind. This is the daub with which it paints 
the background of existence and Subtopia 
is merely an aspect of it. 

Subtopia’s primary visual characteristic is 
the speculator’s “ universal” dwelling, an 
ugly unimaginative box made acceptable by 
its allusions—its bays, its arches, its mul- 
lions and gables and timbers. It is the ideal 
not only of the common man but of his 
local governing class, the common man in 
rabbit fur. By the members of planning 
committees and by the all-powerful financial 
interests—the mortgage companies and the 
insurance corporations, and by their col- 
laborators the estate agents and surveyors, 
it is used as a yard stick. That which does 
not conform is treated as a dangerous in- 
fection. Architecture in Subtopia is on the 
defensive. Let us not flatter ourselves that 
by our superior cunning we shall persuade 
the general to like our caviare: in mass 
society intelligence, unless applied to mean 
material effort, is something to be feared 
and therefore hated. Yesterday we were 
“modern” and tolerated reluctantly; today 
we are condemned because we are not sub- 
topian; tomorrow we may be hunted down 
as dangerous “ rogues.” 

Subtopianism will do more than spoil our 
pleasures and ruin our line: in the not-so- 
long run it would destroy the art of archi- 
tecture and pimp our profession into prosti- 
tution. It is our deadly enemy and we need 
“Senior Planning Officer” in the fighting 
line. If he and his kind retreat they will be 
joining a route.

There are architects with talent and in- 
tegrity who could fill the posts of these 
envisaged “groups” or “ organizations” 
and gather around them a keen and efficient 
team. Let their personalities have the op- 
portunity to rise from under the cloak of 
Council Authority and become men of 
status in their own rights as architects and 
then perhaps the indifference shown, about 
town and scenic distinction, by the public 
may be shaken a little more than it is at 
present.

Poaching : A Reply To 
Four Correspondents 


Sir,—The correspondence in your columns 
concerning * poaching ” has always held my 
interest, and, aS a private architect in a 
country district, I have no need to say which 
side Iam on. Previously I have considered 
myself to be too busy to join in the fray, but 
in the JourNAL of October 13, there are four 
letters on the subject, three of which con- 
tain statements to which I feel sure others 
beside myself will take exception, and which 
would be very misleading if left un- 
challenged. 

P. W. Lucey states that “ the salaried archi- 
tect who takes on spare time jobs is doing it 
primarily to build up a practice.” It depends 
what is meant by “ architect ” of course, but 
if registration and/or full membership of 
the RIBA is inferred, I know of at least two 
cases in which this statement is quite untrue 
—although I admit to having heard of cases 
where it is not. If the true legal meaning 
of “architect” is not inferred 1 do not see 
how the statement can be true, and I know 
of several cases in which it is not. (In case 
anyone is tempted to point it out, I am 
aware of the possible exception of the not- 
quite-qualified man wishing to lay the foun- 
dations of a future private practice.) 

In the second letter H. Anthony Clark states 
that “ The present-day overworked private 
architect is not concerned with the financial 
loss resulting from * poached ’ commissions.” 
Has Mr. Clark, who speaks from my side 
of the fence, forgotten, or never had, the 
anxieties, disappointments and more than 
“ overwork ” of building up and establishing 
a private practice? Such lack of concern 
may be possible in the big industrial centres 
but some of us country cousins would te 
very relieved to be able to rely on the “ bread 
and butter” jobs so frequently lost to our 
official competitors. We might then be able 
to afford to pay our wives to lick the en- 


velopes for us, and graduate from the 
“ superworked” to the ‘“ overworked” 
class. 


I have no quarrel with the third letter— 
from E. S. W. Atherton—but would add, at 
the risk of stating the obvious, that besides

pient of the twelve-guinea house plans also 
gets a very poor twelve guinea’s worth of 
design.

The reason for the continued success of un- 
qualified “* poachers ” is, of course, the ignor- 
ance of the general house-building public

campaign by the RIBA leading as soon as 
possible to a standard of public education 
which will not only permit but demand 
amendment of the Registration Act to pro- 
hibit the execution of design by the unquali- 
fied once and for all. There would then be 
so much private work that private architects 
would be able to afford high salaries and to 
offer (as Mr. Grom would like) more partner- 
ships, and the official bodies would be 
forced by the resulting shortage of staff to 
offer better salaries. 

Unfortunately, as a recent issue of the 
JouURNAL and the correspondence which it 
evoked have borne out, it would appear 
that the general public is not the only body 
that needs educating!

SMOKE 

Cleaner Air Discussed 

When discussion at the recent conference, at 
Bournemouth, of the National Smoke Abate- 
ment Society turned to the problem of imple- 
menting the Clean Air Bill, which the 
Society has done so much to promote, Dr. 
G. E. Foxwell made the point that the 
declaration of Smokeless zones could not go 
ahead of the supply of suitable smokeless 
fuels and the installation of smokeless burn- 
ing equipment. The Conference found some 
comfort in the consideration that the increase 
in the price of fuel gave householders an 
added incentive to buy more efficient stoves. 
And more than one speaker insisted that 
these should be so designed that they ranked 
as tenants’ and not landlords’ fixtures.

Recent Developments In Pre- 
casting Concrete Structures 


A specialist editor writes: 

John Derrington gave a very interesting 
and entertaining paper to the RCA on 
October 12. His words on the subject carry 
some authority when one appreciates that in 
addition to being qualified technically he 
has had a long association with one of our 
leading contractors. His paper took the form 
of a general appreciation of the problem 
followed by some examples of structures 
built by his firm. These covered the widest 
range, from Charles House, Kensington, 
Hemel Hempstead Offices and Acton Power 
Station to the Bank of England, Debden. In 
each case Mr. Derrington illustrated those 
parts of the structure where precasting had 
been used. The question of what factors 
make precasting advantageous was raised 
later in the discussion, and it would appear 
that from the point of view of first building 
costs only a contractor—each individual 
contractor—armed with the knowledge of the 
plant and labour he himself can bring to 
bear, is in a position to say whether pre- 
casting would produce his cheaper answer. 
Unfortunately for the Architect, the next 
contractor would not necessarily reach the 
same conclusion. However, there is no doubt 
that precasting produces the quicker answer 
and, where early occupation by the client 
means money saved, the overall economics 
may still favour precasting. On this point of 
speed Mr. Derrington gave two examples of 
multi-storey buildings containing quite a 
large quantity of both precast and in-situ 
concrete which had grown at the rate of one 
storey per week, thereby giving the steel 
frame exponents something to think about. 
He also came out strongly in favour of 
simplification of the structure and con- 


| demned complicated frames and the jointing 


of precast columns to other precast columns. 
Attention was drawn to the necessity for 
careful planning both in the design layout 
and in the precasting operation, for on these 
the whole economy of the technique must 
be decided.

Legal Points Concerning the 
RIBA Form of Contract 


J. Stuart Daniel, Barrister-at-Law, speaking 
at the RICS, 12, Great George Street, West- 
minster, on October 19, discussed some legal 
points in connection with the RIBA Form of 
Contract. He said that when a lawyer looks 
carefully at the RIBA form there were a 
good many clauses in it which leave him in 
a state of some perplexity. On clause 1 of 
the Contract he commented: “A question 
I have heard raised under clause 1 is whether, 
if the architect nominates a sub-contractor 
who causes delay, the main contractor can 


| claim for his loss on the basis that the nomi- 
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nation was an architect’s instruction. Ido not 
think that he can. I think the instructions to 
which the clause applies are limited to those 
which it mentions, though if the nomination 
itself was so late as inevitably to cause delay 
—then the contractor could claim damages 
for breach of contract: since the employer 
will always be held liable if necessary instruc- 
tions (of any kind) are not given at the proper 
time.” 

Towards the end of his paper Mr. Stuart 
David had this to say about clause 24: “ Sub- 
clauses (f) and (g) of clause 24 are curiously 
worded. The effect of a final certificate is 
said to be this: that save for certain excepted 
matters it isto be conclusive evidence as to 
the sufficiency of the works and materials; 
other certificates are not conclusive of such 
sufficiency. On the face of it this seems to 
intend that a final certificate should have a 
special character and should indeed, with cer- 
tain exceptions, be final. Clause 26, however, 
gives the arbitrator power to open up re- 
view and revise any certificate. This ambi- 
guity has been considered recently in the 
High Court in the case of Windsor Rural 
District Council v. Otterway & Try. In that 
case there had been a final certificate, but 
the employers alleged that the architects had 
made a mistake and over-certified by £1,000. 
The contractors relied on clause 24 and said 
the certificate was final. The employers 
relied on clause 26 and said the artitrator 
could open up and revise the certificate. . The 
matter came to the High Court by way of 
case stated, and the judge found that the 
arbitration clause must prevail and that the 
arbitrator had power to open up the certifi- 
cate. He pointed out that in re-drafting the 
contract the scope of the arbitrator had been 
enlarged and that the wording of clause 24 
must have been overlooked. A_ curious 
feature of the case is that the dispute was 
purely financial and there was no question 
about the sufficiency of the work and 
materials, which are the only matters as to 
which clause 24 says that the final certificate 
shall be conclusive. It is difficult to see, 
therefore, how clause 24 could have availed 
the contractors even if the arbitration clause 
had not been re-drafted; and in my view the 
decision went further than it need have done 
on the facts of that case. In a case where 
the sufficiency of the works was in dispute 
it might therefore be argued that this decision 
was obiter: but this would be an up-hill task 
and even if the question was allowed to be 
open the final result might well be the same. 
If, as a matter of policy, and on this I: ex- 
press no view, it is thought desirable to make 
the final certificate conclusive as to certain 
matters then this should be done by speci- 
fically excepting these matters from 
scope of the arbitration clause.

years late with their plan! “Here are 45 
people,” he said, “. . . and none of them 
said ‘I am sorry. I did my best.’” That 
afternoon, the Planning Officer, Michael 


O’Brien, and three of his colleagues, re- | 


turned to the City Hall and attended the 
City Manager’s 90-minute conference with 
the Dublin newspapermen. Shortly before 
the meeting ended the Manager and the 
Town Planning Officer were called to a 
Council Committee Meeting to discuss the 
new Municipal Buildings. A reporter showed 
a copy of THe Arcuitects’ JourNaL for 
October 6 to the Manager as he was leaving 
the room: Mr. Keane shook his head from 
side to side, pointed to the relevant illustra- 
tion in ASTRAGAL’S column and said: “ Yes, 
I’ve seen it.” 

The drawings exhibited relate to land re- 
servation, zoning and miscellaneous pro- 
posals; each of these sections is illustrated 
by 52 25-in. maps and all 156 of them are 
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mounted on stands in the tall Rotunda of 
the City Hall, each drawing appropriately 
coloured to indicate the detailed proposals. 
It was impossible to avoid duplicating some 
of the colours. Legends indicating the colour 
symbolism in each category are mounted 
with each group of sheets and about 20 
minutes of the conference time was devoted 
to questions based on the reporters’ inability 
to read. This was complicated by the fact 
that the new ultra-violet spotlights in the 
dome turn all the greens into blues. 

The Manager, who is a Dublin man, opened 
the conference by reading a statement and 
by saying that Mr. O’Brien would answer 
questions relating to technical aspects of the 
Plan. The Dublin newspapermen then asked 
their questions; all spoke with Belfast accents, 
very fast, carefully repeating each question 
three times between the polite and detailed 
answers. 

On general policy it seemed that the Plan 
envisages no basic violence to the shape and 
character of the city. Mr. O’Brien gave the 


impression that it had grown out of the 


Abercrombie plans, departures therefrom be- 
ing rather in the nature of developments 
dictated by extraneous factors. Sir Patrick 
had seen and approved of the new plan. 
This pleased the foreign newspapermen and 
queries as to the Professor’s name, status 
and location followed. 

It's a 40-year plan, in five eight-year stints. 
On cost, Mr. O’Brien, sensibly, refused to be 
drawn, beyond confirming the figure of seven 
millions-odd estimated for acquisition of 
2,500 properties. Expenditure on roads, hous- 
ing and the like, contingent on the new 
plan, would be assimilated into the annually 
recurring municipal estimates. 

The Corporation, said Mr. O’Brien, expect 
“at least” 2,500 objections to the scheme. 
They must be lodged within two months, 
will be screened through a senior Corpora- 
tion Committee to the Minister for Local 


Government. The Plan adopted by the Cor- | 


poration must, of course, go through both 
Houses of Parliament before becoming law. 
Most of the questions were related to the 
land reservations: these are divided into 
five sections, roads, housing, car parks, open 
spaces, municipal offices. The Manager left 
when the fifth item was reached. The Plan- 
ning Officer stayed, but wouldn't discuss the 
offices. 

The plan aims at perfecting the existing Vic- 
torian “ring” road, by widening and de- 
fining the existing lanes between North 
Circular and South Circular roads, and by 
clearer articulation of other links inside that 
circle. Outer circular routes also contem- 
plated will run beyond the boundaries of 
Greater Dublin; Mr. O’Brien, fortunately, 
controls both the city and the county. He 
pointed out that they hoped to bring ‘the city 
centre back to its old position. The principal 
arterial road to the south is being carried to 
meet the completed Victorian “ ring” road 
in the heart of the old city, on the south 
side. It will be good if this restores some of 
its old importance and dignity to Thomas 
Street, for instance. 

A reporter asked innocently if the road pro- 
Posals were the most important aspect of 
the scheme. The instant pious reply was that 
nothing is as important as housing. “ We 
spend five millions a year on it,” said the 
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Manager, “and we're rapidly exhausting | 


our resources.” The young planners smiled 
sourly. An elder reporter asked if provision 
had been made for evacuation routes in war- 
time. The smiles continued; war might be 
the horrid answer. People won't leave the 
central city if they can help it: the plan en- 
visages reservation of 180 acres (62 sites) in 
the centre for housing. 

Mr. O’Brien, asked on what basis the 62 
sites were chosen, replied that they bought 
on the recommendations of the Public Health 
section. Were the housing schemes to be in- 
tegrated into or otherwise related to the 
pattern of the old city, the red-bricked 
terraces and squares? This question was 
answered by exchanged glances, in the 
negative, and maybe by unspoken counter- 
questions, e.g., How? and even Why? Why 
continue the pattern of eighteenth century 
estate development? One of the officers stated 
that they would do what was possible, namely 
schedule the “ historic ” squares for residen- 
tial and office use only. 

On densities, the Planning Officer stated that 
the city areas would be developed at the rate 
of 35 flats to the acre. Dublin families are 
un-small; somebody asked if there would be 
a ceiling on the number of persons per acre. 
The Manager made a fine joke; he said 
“The greater the number of persons, the 
harder it is to put a ceiling over them!” (The 
Manager looks like Abe Lincoln, but dresses 
better.) City traders object to the redevelop- 
ment—it is never possible to give them back 
their customers on the old scale, 10 families 
per house, 300 persons to the acre. Would 
there be point blocks? The Manager didn’t 
know but he nodded his head in the direction 
of the ceiling: the Councillors seem to like 
high flats. 

On suburban development, it was made clear 
that the city is bursting its seams. There will 
be two new neighbourhood units, but no 
satellite towns. Efforts will be made to avoid 
the one-class type of reservation popular 
in the thirties. Would there be provision for 
large houses for rich people? The Manager 
laughed and said “There are no rich 
people!” The housing will be carried out in 
two eight-year periods, and in that period 
also there will be eighteen new car parks, 
to accommodate 1,200 additional cars. The 
creation of public and private open spaces is 
on a forty-year basis. Had provision been 
made for the new Roman Catholic 
Cathedral? 

It was at this stage that the City Manager 
left, still smiling, to attend the members of 
the General Purposes Committee, upstairs, 
crowded around a model of the new Muni- 
cipal Buildings. No proposal to build a 
cathedral had been received from the ecclesi- 
astical authorities, said the Planning Officer. 
No information was available about the fate 
of Merrion Square. Mr. O’Brien was 
asked the estimated cost of Wood Quay 
Municipal Buildings when complete. The 
information was not available. No in- 
formation was available on the cost of 
the initial building of portion of the scheme. 
Why had the Corporation departed from 
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Professor Abercrombie’s proposals in locat- | 


ing such a tall building on this site? The 
answer to that question was inaudible. The 
question will be repeated, in a Dublin accent.

PIER LUIGI NERVI 


Architects and engineers 


discuss his work 

An audience of some 1,200 architects, engi- 
neers and students gave Professor Pier Luigi 
Nervi a tremendous welcome (writes a corre- 
spondent) on the occasion of his recent 
lecture in London, which was reported in 
full in last week’s JouRNAL. There was no 
doubt from the ovation which he received 
at the end of his paper, well illustrated as 
it was by slides of his work, that they were 
overwhelmed (struck dumb is hardly too 
strong a term) by this visual evidence of 
the magnitude and beauty of his achieve- 
ments. Very few in the audience (as Ove 
Arup himself confessed) had realized before 
that this man of genius was not only a 
designer of incomparable merit, but that he 
was also the contractor who actually built 
his creations. As the Chairman said in a 
brief vote of thanks, Nervi is unquestionably 
the greatest master of concrete construction 
of our age. It is incredible that such archi- 
tectural, engineering and contractual skills 
should be combined in one man. 

This was Nervi's first visit to England. The 
lecture was organized by the Institution of 
Structural Engineers and the Joint Commit- 
tee on Structural Concrete (representing the 
Cement and Concrete Association, the Pre- 
stressed Concrete Development Group and 
the Reinforced Concrete Association). The 
chair was taken by Mr. S. Vaughan, Presi- 
dent of the Structurals. On the platform were 
also His Excellency the Italian Ambassador, 
Count Zoppi, who left a meeting of Western 
European Union especially to attend, Mrs. 
Nervi, C. H. Aslin, President of the RIBA, 
and representatives of the other promoting 
organizations. Prof. Nervi’s paper, since he 
does not speak English, was read for him 
by Dr. Morice, of the C.& C.A. Prof. Nervi 
himself, bubbling with suppressed enthu- 
siasm and obviously embarrassed and frus- 
trated by the barrier of language, frequently 
interrupted the formal reading to point out, 
through an interpreter, details in the slides 
of particular interest or complexity. 

After the paper and the slides and the ovation 
which followed, the Chairman briefly moved 
a vote of thanks, and Professor Nervi, speak- 
ing in French and with obvious emotion, 
expressed his gratitude for the welcome 
which he had received. Then followed four 
invited speakers—two engineers and two 
architects. 

OVEN. ARUP Said that most of those present 
were already familiar with much of Professor 
Nervi’s work, and most were his ardent 
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admirers. They had received not only more 
information, details and illustrations of Pro- 
fessor Nervi’s marvellous structures, but also 


an insight into his professional credo, the | 
guiding principles of his work. It was good | 


to hear this stated so forcibly and with such 
conviction. 

He confessed, to his shame, that being so 
absorbed in his own backyard he had never 
before realized that Professor Nervi was res- 
ponsible not only for the design but also for 


the execution of his structures and that his | 


contracts had been obtained in competition. 
This explained a lot. 
The best results can only be obtained when 


the designer and the constructor are the | 
same person, or when they at least collabor- 
ate intimately. Designing cannot be done | 


economically without knowledge of building 


costs and such knowledge is best obtained 
by the builder. Moreover, the professional 


designer may have unorthodox ideas, which 
seem impossible to the contractor, and which 
cannot therefore be carried out—all of which 
only reinforces the argument of Professor 


Nervi that designer and builder should be 


the same person. 
But perhaps 
“design competition,” Professor ‘Nervi had 
overlooked the other condition for achieving 
such brilliant results, and that perhaps the 


more important one—namely, that at the | 


head of the combined design and construc- 
tion team there should be a Nervi. 

The question as to whether to have inde- 
pendent consulting engineers or designing 
contractors (a phrase he hoped would not 


be misunderstood) was not quite so simple | 


as might appear from Professor Nervi’s 
paper. 

If Nervi had been an ordinary consulting 
engineer, he might not have achieved quite 
what he has achieved, but it might still have 
been much better to let him do the design- 
ing, rather than rely on a competition be- 
tween less brilliant designers. At any rate 
now, with all his building experience behind 
him, Nervi’s genius for design could be better 
exploited by leaving execution to others. He 
ought to be consulted on so many more 
designs than those which his firm can 
handle, and this is in fact happening. 

A very important advantage of the “ design 
competition ” system was that one gets com- 


petition in design and not only in building | 


rates—a fact which acts as a powerful stimu- 


lant towards good design. This stimulant, | 


said Mr. Arup sadly, is greatly missing in 


this country, in which too little value is | nage : ¢ ;

We had Quantity 
Surveyors, but no Quality Surveyors. The 
whole question was very complicated, and 
he could put forward no satisfactory solu- 
tion, at least, where the system as such 
would ensure the right result. So much 
depended on the person. 


Ove Arup stated that he had spent the | 


major part of his life as a designing con- 


tractor, and therefore had experience of | 


both systems, but he confessed that he was 
much happier as a consultant, even if he 
missed badly the chance to try things out 
in practice. This did -not mean, however, 
that he preferred the consultant system as 
such—only that it was, in this country at 
least, the prevailing system. 


He hoped somebody else would challenge | 


in extolling the virtues of 


Professor Nervi on the question of formalism 
in architecture. He himself could not fully 
subscribe to the dictum that good architec- 
tural form cannot and must not be anything 
but efficient structural form. Much depended 
on the type and scale of building. He was 
certain, however, that Professor Nervi was 
a formalist in the best sense of the word, 
and that he would instinctively reject struc- 
tural forms which were not, at the same time, 
inspiring and harmonious, which economic 
structure need not always be. 

BRYAN WESTWOOD expressed the greatest 
diffidence in speaking before such a galaxy 
of engineering talent. He had seen the Turin 
Exhibition Hall in the flesh and had experi- 
enced the same feeling as, when a student, 
he had first seen the Greek Temples at 
Paestum. He had been struck dumb by a 
“shock of pleasure.” The Turin Hall was 
one of the wonders of the world, in its light, 


| its acoustics, its elegance and grace. 


One of the most interesting points which 
emerged from Professor Nervi’s lecture was 
the freedom which he had evolved by the 
elimination of shuttering and formwork. He 
had made of concrete something utterly 
different from that which we knew. The lines 
of force in his structures were as clearly 
expressed as in a pattern of iron filings in 
a magnetic field. 

There was considerable danger, however, 
said Mr. Westwood, in accepting too literally 
the fundamental truths of Nervi’s lecture. 
So much depended on the intuitive genius 
of Nervi himself. His truths might be inter- 
preted very differently by lesser men. In Eng- 
land there was a non-critical climate in regard 
to the arts. It was difficult enough for com- 
mittees to make the right decision in accepting 
the lowest tender. How terribly difficult for 
them to have to be competent to judge design 
qualities as well. In Italy people’s attitudes 
had been influenced by five centuries of 
cultivation of the arts. A taxi-driver in Rome 
was proud to ask you if you had seen the 
new railway station, or the Picasso exhibition. 
The system of “ competition-tenders ” must 
owe part of its success to the fact that in 
Italy clients and tenderers alike were not 
prone to accept bad design. 

F. J. SAMUELY, who was unable to be 
present at the meeting, but who had read 
Professor Nervi’s paper, sent a written con- 
tribution which was read by a member of 
his firm. He was especially interested in the 
relationship between the architect and the 
engineer, and therefore in Professor Nervi’s 


up the point, that “the outward appearance 


of a good building cannot, and must not, be 


anything but the visible expression of an 
efficient structural or constructional reality.” 
Mr. Samuely doubted if this belief in the 
expression of structure could in reality be 
followed to the full, and thought that Pro- 
fessor Nervi-had been misled by his own 
outstanding personality and capacities as 
both architect and engineer. He agreed it 
was true in regard to large buildings, especi- 
ally buildings such as exhibition halls, in 


| which the structure was the main part of the 


building. In regard to smaller and more 
complicated buildings, however, the struc- 
tural system was only one aspect, which had 
to take its place with others. For example, 














relationships to other buildings might be a 
dominant aspect and might require the sup- 
pression of structure. 

Mr. Samuely thought that structure and 
architecture should be in harmony, and that 
economy was not from this point of view 
of prime importance. In the architectural 
periods of the past, in times of ‘rapid pro- 
gress, structure had tended to dominate the 
visible expression of buildings, but in the 
late Gothic and again in the Baroque 
periods this was not so. One might say that, 
historically, the visible expression of struc- 
ture was a sign of strain in society, the 
reverse a sign of relaxation. 

It would be of great benefit if architects could 
have a training in engineering but today the 
field of knowledge was so vast that only the 
most gifted could achieve the dual function 
of architect and engineer. A great deal could 
be achieved, however, if only architect, engi- 
neer and contractor could learn to speak the 
same language. If they could share the same 
studies for some period together, this would 
help enormously. A great deal had been said 
about this, but it was high time it was put 
into practice. 

E. D. MILLS began by wondering whether 
the audience consisted of ninety per cent. 
engineers or ninety per cent. architects, or 
fifty-fifty—a point on which it would have 
been most interesting to have had some in- 
formation but on which it was impossible 
to hazard a guess, at least by looking at 
faces. He thanked Professor Nervi for the 
tremendous inspiration which he had given 
to architects and engineers alike. In England 
people often spoke about building in the 
“ new tradition” by which was meant dreary 
and pallid adaptation of the motifs of the 
past. Professor Nervi had shown the world 
magnificent buildings which really were true 
to tradition. There was a family likeness be- 
tween the roof and structure of Kings Col- 
lege Chapel and Nervi's great halls. He was 
certain that if the Gothic master-builders had 
been presented with the techniques, prob- 
lems and resources of today they would have 
built as Nervi does. There was a similarity, 
too, in the method of execution, the same 
experimental approach. The Gothic builders 
built by trial and error—sometimes their 
towers and spires collapsed. He was not sug- 
gesting that Professor Nervi followed exactly 


that technique, or that his buildings might 
| collapse, but he built models and tested them 


first. Nervi, said Mr. Mills, was a true 
traditionalist and the new Gothic Architect. 
In detail he would like to know how the 
Italians achieved such clean lines and such a 


| high quality of finish on reinforced concrete 


work, and secondly, speaking with full aware- 
ness of the troubles experienced in this coun- 
try, he wondered how these domed structures 


| of Profesor Nervi’s were water-proofed. 


In replying very briefly to certain points 
raised by the other speakers, Professor Nervi 
said that he agreed with Mr. Samuely’s 


| remarks about the small, complex building. 


He was talking in his lecture primarily about 


| large structures. Asked which of his buildings 
| had given him the greatest pleasure in execu- 


tion, he found it difficult to make a choice. 
He was confident he would produce better 
work in the future.

HOW IT IS BEING REBUILT 


By PERCY JOHNSON-MARSHALL 


A visit to Holland impresses the visiting British archi- 
tect in a number of ways, First, there is the dramatic 
quality and quantity of the reconstruction in blitzed 
Rotterdam—a city as alive with energy and ideas as 
any in Europe. Then there are the experiments in 
housing layout and prefabrication. Third is the very 
impressive fact that the post-war building is taking 
place against the very considerable background of 
pre-war planning and modern architecture. 

To our cost we have learned in this country that 
successful reconstruction has depended on a number 
of pre-requisites. One should, for instance, not only 
have had legal and financial powers to buy all the 
land affected, but one must have bought it, and re- 
planned it at an early stage, before all the hundreds 
of personal and private interests have created too 
many conflicting demands. (Needless to say, the 
Rotterdam City Council expropriated the complete 
blitzed area of Rotterdam before 1946: they already 
own over 70 per cent. of all land within the city 
boundary). Then there must have been broad policy 
agreement between various Government departments 
that reconstruction was a quite exceptional oppor-

tunity to do something in a co-ordinated way—the 
road proposals in Rotterdam, for instance, are well 
advanced and include extensive underpass crossings 
(and this in a country where the water table is hardly 
ever over a foot below ground level). Then there is 
the necessity of obtaining general agreement that 
existing buildings which cannot be fitted into the new 
city pattern will actually be demolished in good time— 
and here is the famous Bijenkorf store, which, although 
considerably damaged is still a major building, and is 
due to be demolished as soon as the new store is 
completed, in order to enable a roundabout to be 
constructed. Then again there is the willingness on 
the part of developers and valuation experts to agree 
to new experiments, and here Rotterdam is very 
exciting. 

Two other pre-requisites should also be mentioned— 
the need to have an able team of planners as per- 
manent officials, under able leadership, with a sympa- 
thetic and co-operative Council. Rotterdam has the 
latter in full measure, and in Van Traa has a quite 
exceptional leader of a fine and extensive planning 
team of some 200 technical men. Last is the vital

necessity of having a number of first class modern 
architects who are fully in support of the compre- 
hensive plan (and, of course, are employed by the 
enlightened clients who will build in it), and large 
numbers of reasonably good architects who, while 
not necessarily planners themselves, know how to 
work with the urban designers, so that all their build- 
ings together may add up to much more than their 
simple aggregation. 

In having achieved this highly desirable condition the 
Dutch have given us no cause for surprise, as on their 
inter-war record alone we should have expected it 
almost automatically. There seems to be no doubt, 
moreover, that their better-known architects are held 
in high public respect and that large numbers of Dutch 
people, and more significantly the clients who com- 
mission buildings, are proud not only of their heritage 
of historic buildings, but of their more recent archi- 
tectural achievements. Perhaps only in Sweden and 
Denmark does this happy phenomenon exist elsewhere. 
All this is not to say that Rotterdam is the perfect 
example of urban reconstruction. It has its inevitable 
mistakes (architecturally in the form of Bankers 
Classical, for instance), and a certain amount of un- 
tidyness, but by and large the buildings which are 
going up do relate to each other, and enough is 
already completed for one to feel reassured that 4, 
contemporary city centre is‘in the making.

Communications and services 

The communications proposals were rightly regarded 
as a top priority, and this does not include the docks, 
which have had a prodigious amount of reconstruction 
put into them, and are now among the finest any- 
where. The whole framework of major inner roads 
has been largely completed, including underpasses and 
roundabouts. One does, of course, have certain qualms 
about the roundabouts—surely these blitzed cities were 
the big opportunity to put into effect the Ville Radieuse 
multi-level solution—and eventually what the traffic 
planners now think are adequate may well prove to be 
insufficient for the needs of tomorrow. The main rail- 
way station, incidentally, is in the process of recon- 
struction, and is situated on the inner ring road 
conveniently near the Lijnbaan shopping centre for 
pedestrians. It is being combined with the new bus 
station, as was proposed in the first Coventry Recon- 
struction Plan. Then, too, there is the District Heating 
scheme for the Central Area, at present operating 
from a temporary installation near the Cathedral, but 
soon to have a new plant built specially for it. 
Turning to buildings, let us take what one might call 
the group buildings first—that is, buildings which in 
the old days would have consisted of many indepen- 
dent structures, but which today, following the Vic- 
torian precedent of the covered market, are now built 
as one project.

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The Groothandelsgebouw 
The largest, and most impressive on grounds of size 
alone, is the Groothandelsgebouw, just near the rail- 
way Station. To create this vast building (which is 
represented in terms of comparable use in most cities 
by a great untidy mass of dingy warehouses, which 
nobody is supposed to look at), the wholesalers were 
brought together, and by a conspicuously successful 
piece of negotiation agreed to have one building and 
one firm of architects, Van Tijen and Maaskant. The 
building, although rather crude in detail and down- 
right ugly in parts (one is reminded painfully of 
le Corbusier’s elusive “ glory of rough concrete”), has 
a number of extremely interesting features. The screen 
walling is entirely of prefabricated panels, and the 
architects have devised a variation of one of the main 
features of the South Bank Scheme, i.e., access and 
circulation at three levels. In this case, being for 
multiple warehouse use, vehicles can approach at road 
level, or by ramps up or down directly to the basement 
or first floor. Internally, in addition to warehouse 
space, there are shops and restaurants on the ground 
floor, exhibition areas, and a café-restaurant with a 
fine view on the roof. 


tion area at the top. The generous pavements are worth 
noting.

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The Lijnbaan 

The next building, also almost completed, is the Lijn- 
baan. This is a completely pedestrian shopping centre. 
It is im the heart of the city, and is arranged in the 
form of a cross with its main axis centred on the Town 
Hall tower. The centre caters mainly for the medium- 
sized shop, and*consists of continuous buildings two 
storeys high, divided into a basic module of 1:10 
metres, traders being offered so many modules of 
frontage as required. The first floor is used either for 
shopping, showroom, or storage space, with an occa- 
sional café-restaurant with broad projecting balcony. 
On one prominent corner site is a well-designed club- 
restaurant faced in mahogany, while on another corner

is a theatre faced in travertine. Particularly interesting 
is that although parts of the structure of the centre 
are clumsily finished with untreated concrete (and how 
much better do the French finish concrete than either 
the Dutch or ourselves), nevertheless the whole thing 
is alive and even sparkling on a sunny day. The pedes- 
trian walkway is everywhere enriched by well-main- 
tained flower beds and sculpture, well-designed street 
furniture, and occasionally mosaic-faced columns, 
while along one side there is always a covered way 
whose fascia is of that handsome “ South Bank ”’ verti- 
cally-slatted mahogany. Brightly-coloured sunshades, 
attractively displayed merchandise, and the shoppers 
themselves do the rest. An amusing footnote is that in 
the restaurant sugar is served in small packets with 
illustrations of modern buildings on them, and this in 
addition to the special issue of stamps illustrating 
modern buildings specially printed for the recent IUA 
Congress. It does, however, illustrate how public 
interest in the new architecture is maintained. The 
buildings facing the pedestrian ways have been kept 
to an even height of two storeys, but behind them 
to the west, and separated by a space for car-parking, 
will rise a group of from eight- to twelve-storey flats. 
This shopping centre, of course, took a great deal of 


' working out, particularly with the shopkeepers, who 


took some time to come round to the advantages 
inherent in the new ideas. The pedestrian way, for 
instance, they wanted to be of narrower width, but 
now after working in it they would like it to be wider.

The third group building represents another exciting 
experiment in estate management as well as archi- 
tectural design.

partments as independent units). In view of the 
popularity of the Lijnbaan it will be important to see 
how this unusual prototype fares when it is opened 
later this year. I myself was a little concerned at its 
siting some way from the heart of the centre of the 
city and not in too prominent a position, although 
it has a cinema and cafe-restaurant built in as added 
attractions, and a small pedestrian shopping centre 
with flats over the shops attached to its north side.

The fourth group building is a flatted factory. It is 
situated along the Goudsesingel, a main road which 
more or less delimits the central area on its eastern 
side, and is rectangular in plan, with three sides in 
the form of six-storey blocks, and the middle con- 
sisting of a single-storey area in five sections, the 
central one being a service garage. The six-storey 
blocks have a basement and low-level access road 
running between them and the single-storey area, from 
which goods lifts serve all floors. At the extremity 
of each wing is an electrical goods hoist. Factory 
units will be available in various sizes, each unit having 
its own lavatory and washbasins, and some having 
separate offices; while electricity, gas, water, and tele- 
phone services are laid on throughout the building. 
The basement has been subdivided into separately 
rentable units for storage. In addition, the ground 
floor frontage to the Goudsesingel will be occupied 
by 13 shops or showrooms, each sharing with -the 
ground floor factory units the availability of a mezza- 
nine for offices, etc. Over the entrance are two 
common meeting rooms, management offices, and 
other facilities. 

These four group buildings are particularly useful 
examples of experimental building types with mixed 
uses in which their success depends on good archi- 
tectural design combined with skilful estate ganage- 
ment, together with a general agreement among 
developers to collaborate for the common, as well as 
the individual, good.

The Coolsingel 

For the rest, the core of the central area is around 
the Coolsingel, the main central street, which consists 
of the town hall and adjacent municipal buildings, 
large office blocks (some completed befcre the war), 
the largest multiple stores, such as the Bijenkorf, and 
at the southern end, the Banks. The Bijenkorf, by the 
way, aS was mentioned earlier, is being rebuilt on a 
site Opposite the Stock Exchange by Marcel Breuer;

Journat for August 4, and is as elegant as any good 
exhibition building. 

The Coolsingel has not yet achieved its complete form 
of space enclosure, but already there are two spacious 
Places leading off it. The Stadhirsplein, as yet 
incomplete, is at the end of the Lijnbaan Shopping 
Centre axis to the Town Hall, and will consist of two 
symmetrical office towers with lower slabs of offices 
with ground floor shops running back at a lower level 
to join the two-storey shopping buildings (one side is 
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now complete). This symmetrical treatment is, I think, 
wholly justified in relation to such a building as the 
town hall, and in fact in the case of the Coventry 
shopping centre the first plans in 1941 showed a 
similar treatment in relation to the Cathedral spire. 
The other Place occurs where the western end of 
the Hoogstraat meets the Coolsingel. This, known as 
the Beursplein, is complete and very successful, with 
the broad stepped terraces of the Stock Exchange on 
its northern flank, the C & A Store by van der Laan, 
the Nederland Store by Van Tijen & Maaskant, and 
the Hema Store by Elzas on the south, and the eastern 
end closed (apart from the Hoogstraat itself) by 


Below: left, the Schiedamsche Singel, a street recon- 
structed on its original alignment. It forms the southern 
continuation of the Coolsingel. Centre, the Basle Transport 
Building. This building, designed by E. and A. Kraay- 
ranger, forms the south side of the Town Hall Place, and 
leads into the Lijnbaan. A notable feature is the large 
mural, one of several which help to enliven the city centre.

Kraayvanger. It was here that the overall three-dimen- 
sional plan indicated a higher building, and the store 
has been designed for further storeys to be added. 
Across on the western side of the Coolsingel the 
southern end of the parallel Lijnbaan opens out at its 
southern end to where it meets the Binnenweg to form 
another fine Place, with a broad pedestrian terrace, 
enclosed by multiple stores designed by van den Broek 
& Bakema and Hendriks, van der Sluys, and van den 
Bosch. This again is largely pedestrian, and has a 
number of excellently designed showcases in glass 
and aluminium set in it.

The Hoogstraat 

The Hoogstraat is the most completed part of the 
central area so far. From the Place where it joins 
the Coolsingel, the street begins with a group of 
multiple stores, including the excellent Huf Store by 
van den Broek & Bakema. Continuing eastwards 
across the Delftse Vaart Canal one sees on the south 
side conventional, but well designed, blocks of offices 
and flats with ground floor shops by Bakker and Ver- 
meer & Herwaarden, but on the north side is a terrace 
of two-storey shops with four-storey slabs of show- 
rooms and offices running back at right angles—in the 
form so often discussed but not so far built in this 
country. It gives a most interesting, and I think suc 
cessful, street pattern, and also forms a good back- 
ground to the cathedral, which lies immediately to the 
north. The scheme was designed by Merkelbach and 
Elling. 

Another example of slabs running back at right angles 
may be seen if one returns to the canal and looks 
northwards. Here one gets a fine vista of a series of 
slabs of offices and commercial buildings designed by 
Van Tijen & Maaskant and Dudok.

The detail is interesting in that it illustrates the problem 
of inserting a balcony in a lightweight steel framed 
structure of modular design. The brackets are tied back 
to a perimeter beam and the panel between the underside 
of the balcony and the top of the window frame is filled 
with hardwood cladding to avoid manufacturing specials 
of the precast slabs which form the principal cladding

The cover to the tanks is built up from a twelve-sided 
framework of 3-in. by 2-in. studs with 2}-in. woodwool 
slab infilling and a }-in. insulation-board lining. The 
oval shape on plan is achieved by nailing timber battens 
ai mid point between uprights and by winding expanded 
metal round the perimeter to receive a rendering of cement 
and sawdust. The whole is then clad in 22 g. copper 
sheet. The construction of the top differs from that of the 
sides in that }-in. screed is used in place of cement and 
sawdust and that the profile on plan is formed by a shaped 
softwood edging.

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General notes 

Like Plymouth, with its Drake’s Drum, and Coventry, 
with its Phoenix stone, Rotterdam has erected a great 
statue in bronze by Zadkine, symbolizing its destruc- 
tion, down by the quayside, and it looks very fine seen 
against a distant pattern of masts and cranes. Like 
Coventry, too, Rotterdam is rebuilding its Cathedral, 
although in this case it will be a reconstruction of the 
same building. 

An interesting element in the city’s planning policy 
is the siting of high buildings. Before the war one or 
two had been erected, and the present proposals allow 
for a limited number, widely spaced and in prominent 
positions. The first post-war example is of limited 
height (fifteen storeys), and is sited near the quayside 
where it can be seen across the harbour. It rises out of 
a group of four-storey flats, and is of reinforced- 
concrete construction, with offices on the lower floors 
and upper income flats above. The architect is Bakker. 
As yet the reconstruction as a whole is still somewhat 
fragmentary, and in spite of a number of heavily 
designed (and Dutch architecture can be very heavy) 
Bank buildings, it shows great promise as a major 
essay in town-building, especially when one visits the

Town Planning & Reconstruction Department, and 
sees the large-scale three-dimensional models, and how 
flexibly the overall plan is being carried out, and the 
great freedom in design allowed within certain well- 
defined height and volume limits. One finds in the 
Director of the Department, Mr. van Traa, as one 
would expect, a sensitive and genial personality, who 
has a clear grasp of the complex problems of city 
planning in general and of his city in particular, and 
has a keen sense of the art of the possible. 

He is fortunate, incidentally, that his Department is 
located in the new Municipal building, the Stadstim- 
merhuis by R. A. Koops. This is not very imagina- 
tively designed, but, and this should be taken note of 
by Councils everywhere, the Department is equipped 
with a large room set out as a combined lecture hall 
ind exhibition gallery, with large-scale plans and 
models and published documents, so that visitors, of 
which they have a large number, can grasp the 
essentials of the plan in a very short time. 

After seeing both the proposals in the office and the 
progress made so far on the ground, one feels con- 
fident that Rotterdam will be one of the finest examples 
of city reconstruction in the world.

The exhibition on Pulverised Fuel Ash in Building at the RIBA (which closed 
on October 21) naturally raises the question: in what forms will p.f.a. be 
commercially available and when? To date only the lightweight building 
block which is marketed under the name “ Thermalite ” is to be had for the 
asking, though the Scottish “ Melfil’’ block has certainly been used on 
buildings and the Sussex “ Janblock”’ is so far in being as to have been 
approved by Chichester RDC. On the brick-making front all that can be 
said is that the British Electricity Authority have “‘ under consideration ”’ the 
setting up of a p.f.a. brickyard in connection with the Rye House power station. 
The position regarding p.f.a.. aggregate—potentially the most interesting of 
all the p.f.a. products—is clearer, though we are still some way from getting 
the goods. The most advanced unit in the field is the Cementation Company 
who are about to build a factory for manufacturing p.f.a. aggregate at Batter- 
sea, but they will not be able to go into production much before the middle 
of next year. Next to them in the field are John Laing (the instigators of 
Thermalite) who have been doing much patient development work on this 
product in their new research laboratory at Boreham Wood.

These illustrations show an interesting ex- 
ample of Italianized zinc roofing applied to a 
modern house. By this system, the sheets are 
factory formed: site work is cut down to a 
minimum, and roofs can be rapidly covered. 

From roof to foundation, zinc has vitally 
important uses in contemporary building — 
for gutters, pipes, weatherings, flashings and 
hoods. And there are now no restrictions on 
its use. Supplies are plentiful, and likely to 
remain so. 

The price of zinc has dropped consider- 
ably, and it is now one of the cheapest 
permanent materials. 

The Zinc Development Association is 
always prepared to give technical help to 
potential users.

HEAT PUMPS 

Readers will no doubt remember the Brent- 
ford Duo-Therm heat pump, semi-experi- 
mental examples of which were produced a 
year or more ago. The Mark II version has 
been on the market for ‘some months, and 
this model has now been followed by the 
slightly enlarged Mark III version. This has 
a + h.p. motor and is rated at 400 watts, in- 
cluding the fan, and while the refrigerator 
compartment proper remains at 24 cu. ft., 
the size of larder which can be cooled has 
been increased to 200 cu. ft., which can be 
kept 15 to 20 degrees F below the ambient 
temperature. This figure assumes walls -in 
44 in. brick with % in. plaster, but larger 
spaces can be used if extra insulation is pro- 
vided. The heat transferred to the water is 
5,300 B.Th.U. per hour, and the 32 gallon 
insulated cylinder in the base of the unit is 
kept at 140 degrees F, the total hot water 
output being 120 gallons per day. 

To enable the unit to work continuously a 
“heat leak” is provided in the hot water 
circuit. This is controlled by a thermostat 
and may consist of a heated towel rail or a 
radiator in the airing cupboard. (Brentford 
Electric Ltd., Kidbrooke Park Road, Lon- 
don, S.E.3.) 


MORE “DO IT YOURSELF ” 


The Handicrafts exhibition at Earl’s Court | 


had nothing much new for the architect, but 
it was interesting to see that several building 
industry firms were going after the “do it 
yourself’ market. Marley, for instance, 
were demonstrating how to lay’ plastic floor 
tile, while De La Rue and Warerite were 
doing the same sort of thing with table tops. 
Wallpaper, paint and wallboard, and, of 
course, the small tool makers, were all repre- 
sented, and the public seems to be more 
enterprising nowadays, hanging wallpaper, 
which needs a certain amount of skill, in- 
stead of merely slapping on another coat of 
distemper. The building industry naturally 
views all this sort of homework with strong 
disapproval, but wage rates and overheads 
are now so high that the habit is bound to 
go on growing ‘steadily. One’s chief regret is 
that most of the kits for home-made furni- 
ture produce such deplorable results. 


DECORATIVE WALL FINISHES 

Marlite, a decorative wall finish made in 
America by the Masonite Corporation, is 
now available in this country, where it 
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seems quite likely to be popular for home 
use, as it is easy to fix, although it is com- 
paratively expensive at 5s. per square foot. 
The material is ; in. thick and consists of a 
hardboard backing faced with a stoved resin 
film which is resistant to abrasion and at the 
same time easy to keep clean. The panels 
are grooved along two edges and tongued 
along the two others, and are made in 8 ft. 
by 4 ft. and 8 ft. by 16 in. panels, or in 
slabs 16 in. square. Metal clips which hold 
the lower half of each groove are used for 
fixing, and these can be nailed to fixing bat- 
tens or direct to plaster board; the panels 
can also be applied direct to the wall with an 
adhesive.
